Irish Traditional Music: A Cultural History 


This course will trace the history of Irish music, song and dance so that students can understand the background 
and context for the world-wide popularity of Irish musical culture in recent years. This cross-disciplinary course 
will be taught by Dr. Geardid O hAllmhurain, an accomplished musician and distinguished Irish ethnomusicologist 
who will pay particular attention to the cultural history of the traditional music maker in Irish society and in the 
Irish communities in North America. Students will be introduced to the instruments, performance settings and 
regional styles within the Irish traditional storehouse. Using historic field recordings and private archival materials 
collected in Ireland and North America, it will also focus on celebrated folk performers of the past and present. 
With Montréal and its Québecois hinterland serving as home to several vibrant Celtic music communities, students 
will be encouraged to familiarize themselves with the artistic and cultural activities of these groups that sustain 
Irish music as a living tradition within the bilingual mainframe of Canadian culture.A special feature of the course 
will be performances in class by some of these musicians, as well as by the instructor himself.
